Wednesday 
evening 
hetween 
630 and 700 oclock three Mcxi 
cans entered the store of Lee Wah 
a Chinaman 
located on the main 
street of Solomonville 
two blocks 
east of the Solomon Commercial 
Companys store and as they were 
about 
to be waited 
upon by the 
Chinaman 
seized him and one of 
the Mexicans smashed 
him on the 
right side of his head with a hand 
axe 
As the 
Chinaman 
fell 
to the 
floor behind the counter the Mex¬ 
icans 
an around and dragged the 
unconscious man into his bedroom 
Lack of the store and continued to 
chop his head with the axe and a 
hammer 
Then 
they 
twisted 
a 
towel around his neck and knot ¬ 
ted it 
Leaving 
the 
dying man 
they 
commenced to ransack 
the room 
breaking open his trunk and throw ¬ 
ing its contents all over the room 
The bedding was dragged off the 
bed to the floor and 
the furniture 
upset 
The unusual noise in the store 
attracted 
the 
attention 
of 
John 
Epley and Verne Massey 
Epley 
went to the front door and 
called 
the Chinaman 
getting 
no answer 
he went to southeast corner of the 
building 
leaving Massey in front 
About 
this time the 
Mexicans 
came out of the building and see ¬ 
ing Epley and Massey they began 
shooting 
Ab Gillespie and 
Ma ¬ 
riano 
Sainz 
and 
several 
others 
Were 
attracted 
by the shots and 
ran 
over 
to the 
building 
The 
Mexicans 
started 
away from the 
building 
continuing 
to 
shoot as 
they ran 
and one 
of the bullets 
struck Sainz in 
the right 
breast 
Sainz was standing next to Epley 
at the fence 
in a stooped position 
when he was shot the bullet nar¬ 
rowly missing Epley 
The Mexicans continued running 
until they reached the street lead ¬ 
ing to the depot where they met a 
man and fired three 
times at him 
Further on they met a young boy 
but did not shoot at him 
The Mexicans 
ran 
down 
this 
street and were soon out of sight 
Immediately 
after the shooting 
and the escape 
of the murderers 
the men in the crowd broke into 
the store and found the Chinaman 
lying on the floor of his bedroom 
in a pool of blood 
He was 
un- 
conscious

Sheriff

Lee Wah 
died shortly 
after 


1 100 oclock 
Dr 
Stratton 
attended

and found that 
the bullet 
had entered 2J 
inches below the 
right nipple and came out between 
the ninth and tenth ribs on the left 
side below the nipple 
The doctor dressed 
the wound 
which he pronounced 
serious 
Lee Wah was well known here 
and had been in business in Solo 
monville 
since 
ivuo 
wnen 
ne 
bought 
out the 
business of Wai 
Kee who returned to China 
Wah 
was a peaceful 
man 
well liked 
by his neighbors 
was about 49 
years of age

The building caught 
fire one Sunday

all other war news in 
London

the wars history 
The shock of the news was hardly 
broken by the fact that rumois had 
been current
